Life sentence for OAP’s 
hammer-attack killer

THE family of murdered 
pensioner Frederick Hods- 
don have said that they ‘feel 
justice has been done’ after 
the man responsible for his 
death was jailed for life. 

David Clairmonte, 26, of 
Thorn View Road, Houghton 
Regis, was found guilty by the 
jury at Luton Crown Court on 
Thursday and was told he will 
serve a minimum of 30 years 
in prison. 

The jury heard how 
widower Mr Hodsdon, who 
was aged 69 at the time of his 
death, was bound with elec¬ 
trical tape and beaten with a 
hammer in his home in 
Vespers Close, Luton, on June 
25 last year, as Clairmonte 


tried to gain his PIN number. 
Following the verdict Mr 
Hodsdon’s nieces Caroline 
Hodsdon and Vanessa Moore, 
who attended court through¬ 
out the trial, spoke out for the 
first time about their loss. 

They said: “Freddie was a 
very kind and gentle man who 
was so cruelly taken away by 
this evil individual. 

“As a family we have 
suffered terribly knowing 
what he went through before 
he died. 

“Our wish is that Freddie can 
now rest in peace. We feel that 
justice has been done.” 

In the hours before the 
attack, Clairmonte had been 
at Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
suffering from depression. 

It was decided by the health 
professional that saw him that 


he did not represent a danger 
to anyone else and he 
spurned the chance of a 
three-day assessment at a 
psychiatric clinic as a volun¬ 
tary patient. 

He then tried but failed to 
gain a loan via an online 
application on a Luton library 
computer, and turned up at 
Mr Hodsdon’s bungalow 
desperate for cash. 

The jury heard that 
Clairmonte targeted Mr 
Hodsdon as he had previously 
carried out work on the 
pensioner’s roof three years 
earlier and knew he would be 
alone. 

After attacking the widower 
in the garden shed with a 
hammer that he found there, 
Clairmonte bundled him into 
the house where the attack 


with the weapon 
continued. Having got Mr 
Hodsdon’s credit card and 
what he thought was its PIN 
number, Clairmonte then left 
the old man lying face down 
on his sofa in a pool of blood. 

He went to a nearby 
cashpoint machine at a Tesco 
Express store but failed in his 
attempt to withdraw £100. 

A neighbour later found Mr 
Hodsdon suffering from 
serious head wounds at his 
home after becoming worried 
about him. 

Sentencing Clairmonte, 
Judge Richard Foster said: “It’s 
quite clear you went there 
planning to steal from that 
house and sell items. 

“You tried to extract from 
him in that house details of 
his PIN number.”

Shisha bars warned to follow rules 


ALMOST £7 million in contracts 
for the Olympics have been 
secured by businesses in Luton 
and Bedfordshire in a boost to the 
economy. 

With less than six months to go 
until the London 2012 Games, 
more than 30 firms in have been 
awarded deals via a tender 
through www.competefor.com, 
an online procurement portal 
funded by the regional agencies 
including East of England 
Development Agency (EEDA). 

Cllr Stephen Castle, chairman of 
Games taskforce group Nations 
and Regions in the East of 
England, said: “Bedfordshire and 
Luton input is invaluable to the

“It’s pleasing to see that our 
investment in CompeteFor has 
provided businesses in the region 
with the opportunities to win 
contracts, even more so when 
nearly 70 per cent of the awards 
made via the site have included 
SMEs. 

“We’re also urging every busi¬ 
ness in the region to still register 
for CompeteFor as there are still a 
large number of Olympic con¬ 
tracts still up for tender, many of 
much are worth millions of 
pounds.” 


BUSINESSES offering Shisha for 
smoking on their premises are 
being warned about potential 
legal action if they break the law. 

The warning follows a series of 
surprise visits to Shisha bars by 
Luton Borough Council’s Health 
and Safety and Trading Standards 
officers and HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) as part of an 
ongoing exercise to help keep the 
public safe. 

During the visits, officers 
stopped customers smoking in 
any premises failing to meet legal 
requirements and seized Shisha 
products containing tobacco 
where evidence of duty paid was 
not produced. 


Businesses must meet the law in 
terms of product labelling, under¬ 
age sales, tax and duty and 
smoking in public premises. 

Cllr Aslam Khan, tobacco control 
champion for Luton, said: “There’s 
no excuse for breaking the law - it’s 
there to protect all of us. 

“We are concerned about the 
potential risks of Shisha on young 
people who are often not experi¬ 
enced enough to assess the risks 
associated with smoking it.”

A FIRE chief’s £30,000 luxury car - paid 
for by taxpayers - has been used just 
three times for emergencies in three 
years. 

Brigade boss Paul Fuller, who earns 
£139,000 a year, has driven his 3.3 litre 
engine Lexus RX400 on blue lights to 
major fires once a year on average since 
2009. 

His 4x4 is one of three flash ‘company 
cars’ bought for Bedfordshire & Luton 
Fire Service’s top three officers for a 
combined £77,000 - all at taxpayers’ 
expense. 

The others are a £24,000 3 litre BMW 
325 Sport for Deputy Fire Officer Glen 
Ranger, and a £23,000 Audi A6 for 
Assistant Chief fulian Sears. 

All three cars were driven on blue lights 
a total of six times in 2010, and 11 times 
last year. 

Emma Boon, Campaign Director of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance said: “If the chief offi¬ 
cer’s costly car has only been used on 
blue lights three times in the last year 
then taxpayers might wonder whether it 
was really necessary. 

“No one begrudges the emergency 
services the kit they need to get the job 
done but it looks a lot like this vehicle 
was simply a pricey perk for a senior 
officer. 

“With fire budgets tight, taxpayers want 
to see good value and money being spent 


on the frontline, not on a flashy Lexus for 
a well-paid service chief.” 

The Lexus and Audi were bought new in 
November 2007 and luly 2007 respective- 

■y- 

In 2010 the service came under fire for 
buying Mr Ranger’s £24,000 BMW Sport 
from him personally before giving it back 
for him to use as a ‘company car’. 

In a statement the fire service said: 
‘These vehicles have been purchased by 
Bedfordshire Fire Authority for use by 
officers, in accordance with conditions of 


service, for their functionality, not their 
speed. 

“This reflects the full role of principal 
officers, including their responsibility to 
fulfil organisational and national duties, 
as well as their operational role. 

“The operational role of the principal 
officer on duty does not always require 
them to attend the scene of an emer¬ 
gency, where our competent well-trained 
incident commanders will be responsible 
for overseeing the operational response 
to a fire or other emergency.”

Crown Court it must have 
happened as he grabbed the 
breast pocket area of William 
Anokwane’s shirt. 

Moments later he said he fell to 
the ground but when asked if he 
had struck out with the pen, he 
replied: “I was punching before I 
fell, so yes.” 

He said he didn’t realise he had 
caused any injury to Mr 
Anokwane. 

Mr McKenzie said it had been 
the security guard who had 
started the trouble at the job 
centre on September 12 last year. 


He said when he got to the 
centre Mr Anokwane began 
giving him ‘evil stares’ made a 
‘rude gesture’ and called him a 
‘Bounty’ which he said he found 
offensive. 

The defendant said there had 
been a previous incident between 
them and he told the court: “He 
doesn’t like me basically.” 

He told the jury he was on the 
stairs going up to the first floor 
‘signing-on’ office when he heard 
the remark. 

He said: “I told him not call me 
names. I said ‘Don’t be rude. 
Don’t carry on with these prob¬ 
lems - it’s all finished now.’ I told 
him to grow up and leave it.” 

He said he began telling other 
staff behind a counter that they 
should not be employing Mr 
Anokwane because he was 
‘unprofessional and had no 
people skills’. 

Mr McKenzie said the guard 
then pushed him and he went on: 


“I ended up pushing him back. 
After I pushed him, he tried to 
grab me basically. He was trying 
to pull me and I was trying to get 
him off.” 

The defendant told the court he 
and Mr Anokwane ended up 
‘wrestling’ each other. 

As the fight continued he said 
he started punching out, adding: 
“I noticed he was trying to get me 
to the floor and I didn’t want him 
on top of me.” 

By now he said others were 
trying to stop the fight and he said 
he then realised there was a pen 
in his hand. 

He told the court it must have 
ended up in his hand having 
come from Mr Anokwane’s shirt 
pocket. 

Mr McKenzie pleads not guilty 
to wounding with intent, an alter¬ 
native, lesser charge of wounding 
and possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

The trial continues.

Plan for mayor may 
be put to the vote

VOTERS will have the opportu¬ 
nity to trigger a referendum 
that could see a directly 
elected mayor represent their 
council area. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
posted an order last week giving 
residents a year starting on 
April 1 to get 9,989 people (five 
per cent of the electorate) to 
back a vote on the area having 
an elected mayor. 

The announcement is required 
by law and could see Central 
Bedfordshire Council having a 
similar structure to that of 
neighbour Bedford Borough 
Council. 

The issue has received the sup¬ 
port of former Mid-Bedfordshire 
councillor Ken Lynch (pictured 
bottom right) who gave his 
backing to a ‘people’s mayor of 
Central Bedfordshire’. 

He said: “I would like to see a 


mayor that stands up for the 
people, for the community and 
isn’t a career politician - a 
people’s mayor. 

“Someone like Cllr Peter 
Hollick, Cllr Tricia Turner and 
former Sandy Mayor Geoff White 
would be suited to that role. 
They listen to the community.” 

However, Caddington ward’s 
Cllr Richard Stay (pictured top 
right) fully opposes a change to 
the council’s structure. 

He said: “This idea of a direct¬ 
ly-elected mayor is not an 
English idea it is very much 
American. 

“It is a model that is suited for 
the urban area and I’m all in 
favour of giving the current 
mayors in their respective towns 
more power rather than a 
change to the council’s struc¬ 
ture.”

SIR - Luton Conservatives applaud 
the generosity of the Coalition 
Government’s £16 million grant 
towards the proposed inner ring 
road in this tough economic climate. 

It is understood that Luton 
Borough Council has to find 
£8million to fund the total estimated 
cost of the project of £24m.

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Food safety 
inspections 
to decrease

FEWER restaurants and take¬ 
aways will be inspected for 
hygiene due to council 
cutbacks - leading to fears of 
a higher risk of food related 
illnesses. 

And in the event of a major 
food safety alert in the town, 
Luton Borough Council will 
have to draft in extra help 
from outside. 

The 30 per cent reduction in 
the number of inspections for 
‘medium to high risk’ premis¬ 
es and samples sent for test¬ 
ing, confirmed at a council 
meeting on Monday, contrasts 
with a rise in fast food outlets 
opened in the town. 

Last week, councillors on a 
scrutiny board committee 
said they were concerned the 
reductions in the number of 
inspections may lead to unac¬ 
ceptable higher risks of food 
related illnesses. 

But Labour Cllr Robin Harris 
said the council is ‘meeting its 
statutory requirements’. 

In 2010/11, an outside 



contractor was brought in to 
carry out around 300 higher 
risk food hygiene inspections 
because of the backlog partly 
caused by staff vacancies. 

This year there will be no 
inspections of premises 
judged to be low risk, nor will 
there be any interventions at 
animal feed stores.

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Punishing the poor 
exposes the Tories’ 
blinkered thinking 


T HE way to make the rich 
work harder is to pay them 
more, the way to make the 
poor work harder is to pay them 
less. 

This is the old argument of 
the right, which appears to have 
been embraced by this 
Government. 

Hurting the poor and reward¬ 
ing the rich looks to be behind 
every policy. It is often dressed 
up in moral argument. 

For example cutting benefit is 
not to penalise people but to 
incentivise them. So then they 
can go out and get all those 
non-existent jobs this 
Government is creating. 

The architect of this, Iain 
Duncan Smith, is described as 
a deep thinker and committed 
Christian, as if that is enough to 
convince us he means well. 

Even if one was to take the 
most generous view of 
Christianity, that history has 
shown it has done more good 
than harm, it is still a bit like 
saying Hitler must have been a 
good guy because he was a veg¬ 
etarian. 

And, of course, apart form the 
misery created, the poorer 
sections of our society will have 
less disposable income and 
therefore will spend less. 

What this economy needs is 
for people to spend more, not 
by borrowing but by having 
more disposable income. 

Cutting away at the bottom of 
the heap not only looks unfair 
and immoral to all except 
Conservatives and committed 


Christians, it is also economi¬ 
cally daft. 

We are cutting too fast and we 
are heading back into recession 
because of it. 

But we are not only cutting 
too fast, we are cutting away at 
sections of society and the 
economy, such as local coun¬ 
cils, where income, industry 
and spending is most easily 
generated. 

This Government is almost 
certain to make an economic 
u-turn, because it has little 
choice. It won’t admit that, of 
course and will claim it is only 
tinkering and responding to 
circumstances. 

But what it has demonstrated 
quite clearly is where its heart is. 

More importantly, when the 
country is being run by million¬ 
aires, even if they are clever and 
decent people, it is difficult for 
them to have any idea how the 
rest of us actually live. 

Sadly there does not seem 
much in the way of opposition, 
apart from the unlikely source 
of the House of Lords. 


Their latest rebuttal of a 
Government Bill illustrates 
where the Government really 
stands. 

Hidden away in the Welfare 
Reform Bill is a section on the 
Child Support Agency. 

This was set up by a previous 
Conservative Government to 
enforce absent fathers paying 
maintenance. 

This was not only just but also 
made the single mothers less 
dependant on benefits. 

A win-win. 

This Government’s plans are 
that the Child Support Agency 
charges up to £100 to any moth¬ 
er who seeks their help and then 
takes a cut of any maintenance 
they mange to procure. 

It is a morally bankrupt idea 
and will deter mothers from 
seeking help to get mainte¬ 
nance. A lose-lose. 

So - am I saying this? - long 
live the House of Lords. 

It may be a cosy club but, at 
the moment, it looks much less 
of a cosy club than the House of 
Commons.

CONSTRUCTION is now 67 weeks 
into a 91-week project and any¬ 
one who drives along Hitchin 
Road can’t have failed to spot the 
immense structure which has 
now taken form on Stopsley 
Common. 

While there is no equipment in 
the building yet, each area of the 
‘sports village’ is clearly defined 
and it is not hard to imagine 
people in each room, filled with 
noise and activity. 

Standing in the pool, the 10 
metre high diving board seems an 
impossible height. But, Mark 
Turnstall, Wates’ project manager, 
said when they did a test run and 
filled the pool with four million 
litres of water needed for the 50 
metre pool, it did seem a less 
intimidating height. 

The swimming pool is the main 
attraction of this venue. At compe¬ 
tition length, and seating in the 
stands for 400 people, national 
events can be held here and it will 


be one of the few in the country, 
and only one in the region, with an 
international standard diving 
board. 

There is also a dry-dive area 
where diving athletes can train. 

But it is not just swimming. The 
centre, which will be run by the 
Active Luton trust on behalf of the 
council, will have dance studios, a 
sports hall, spinning room, gym 
and a community pool which will 
have a moveable floor to cater for 
different groups. 

‘Inspire’, the just-announced 
name, was picked for its obvious 
connotations, as leader of Luton 
council, Hazel Simmons, 
explained: “The reason for the 
name is that is what the building is 
about - inspiring people to get 
involved in sport. 

“Whatever it is people want to do 
they can do it here. Luton has 
some health inequalities that we 
are focused on. There is a growth in 
childhood obesity. The more 


people that can get involved in 
sport, the better. Families can 
come together. 

“More than anything else, this is a 
fantastic, iconic building which no 
one can miss on the way into 
Luton from Hitchin. People can 
see Luton’s image is changing.” 

The impressive building repre¬ 


sents a new, modern facility for the 
town, and in turn Luton Borough 
Council’s plans for the future of the 
town - or would-be city.

TRAVEL REVIEW 

THERE'S a bridge in Cologne deco¬ 
rated with tens of thousands of 
multi-coloured padlocks. They bear 
inscribed initials and significant 
dates of the couples who left them. 
It is then customary for the lovers to 
stand on the bridge and toss the 
keys over their shoulders into the 
waters of the River Rhine below. 

This bridge can be found on any 
map but the story behind how it 
become a focal point for such 
romantic gestures is on few, if any, 
tourist information flyers. 

That in itself is the beauty of 
Germany’s fourth biggest city It has 
an appeal that not even it is yet to 
realise. A selfish part of me doesn’t 
want to tell anyone about my experi¬ 
ence in Cologne in fear it will be like 
that modest, pretty girl at school who 
slaps on too much make-up to fit in. 
In fact Cologne is perfect as it is. 

The city like much of its population 
is in its youth and described by one 
of my tour guides as ‘the free spirit of 
Germany that speaks out of turn’. 
Last year the ‘Free Spirit of Cologne’ 
was twinned with the Brazilian city of 
Rio. 

While we Brits signal the beginning 
of Lent with pancakes, those in 
Cologne - already taking influence 
from its South American cousin - 
kick off a week of street carnivals 
during which the people dress up 
and parade through the streets danc¬ 
ing, playing music and throwing 
sweets to the crowds. 

Despite its population of more than 
a million residents the city maintains 
a sense of intimacy and many sites 
are within walking distance of the 
birthplace of Eau du Cologne at the 
Farina Fragrance Museum and the 
Imhoff-Schokoladenmuseum 
(chocolate museum to you and I) a 
short stroll away from each other in 
Cologne’s centre. 

It is as easy to find your way around 
Cologne as it is to stumble upon one 
of the many bierkellers that sell the 
locally brewed ales known as Kolsh 
beer. A metre of ale can set you back 
around 18 euros but while German 
ale houses conjure up images of 
overflowing jugs, in Cologne you are 
presented with ten drinks in flute 
glasses housed in a metre-long beer 
holder that closely resembles a spice 
rack more than a novelty jug. 


The city’s centrepiece, however, is 
the cathedral - Germany’s most visit¬ 
ed site. 

The Gothic structure that has stood 
at the heart of the settlement for 
almost 700 years is famed for its dou¬ 
ble spires that reach more than 500ft 
towards the heavens. 

The cathedral carries significant 
pull to Christians on pilgrimages as it 
is believed to hold the remains of the 
Three Wise Men. The skulls of the 
kings are encased in a decorative 
gold and silver shrine and on rare 


occasions the box is opened to show 
the 2,000 year-old bones of the men. 
I’m assured the remains are not as 
grim as they sound. 

The theme of the Three Wise Men 
makes the city such an attractive 
location during Christmas - if you 
can bear to think that far ahead - the 
festivities are embraced by the locals 
who make mock nativity scenes 
throughout the centre of Cologne 
where the city effectively turns into 
one huge festive market. 

The bistros, cafes and bars along 


The Rhine’s riverside are a must. 
What was rare compared with other 
‘touristy’ cities I’ve been to was a 
blend of visitors and locals who 
appeared quite happy to embrace 
travellers in these venues. I found 
this while ordering a drink in one bar 
where I was given extra measures 
because firstly the weather was ‘a lit¬ 
tle chilly’ and then again for being 
English. I don’t know why but I took 
the advice of Basil Fawlty and didn’t 
mention the war on that occasion.

A COUNCIL has signed an agree¬ 
ment with the Federation of Small 
Businesses committing to support 
local firms.

Vauxhall announced in 2011 
that the 2013 Vivaro would 
continue production at Luton 
and the high roof versions and 
the Renault Traffic would be 
manufactured at Sandouville, 
France.

Playing background 
music in the workplace 


The Background 

The Copyright, Designs and 
Patents Act provides that playing 
music on CD, radio on television 
at work is an infringement 
copyright. 

The owner of the rights may be 
entitled to a range of remedies 
including recovering damages for 
any losses or seeking an 
injunction to stop recordings 
being played. 

The infringer may even be 
required to account to the 
copyright owner for any profit 
made on playing the music. 

If any recorded music is played 
in the workplace within earshot 
of colleagues or clients, to avoid 
falling foul of copyright law, a 
licence is required. 

This includes ‘on hold’ music, 
radios in offices, factories and 
shops, internet streaming and 
CDs being played. 

Licensing schemes 

Two organisations are 
responsible for issuing such 
licences throughout the UK. 

The Performing Rights Society 
[trading as PRS or PRS for Music] 


represents songwriters, 
composers and publishers. 

Phonographic Performance 
Limited [PPL] represents the 
rights of record companies and 
performers rights. 

Where recorded music is 
played publicly a licence from 
both organisations is usually 
required. 

The cost of a licence depends 
on a number of factors - the type 
of business, size of the premises, 
the number of employees and 
clients within earshot of the 
music, and the number of hours 
music is played. 

Exceptions where licences may 
not be needed 

There are a limited number of 
exceptions and circumstances 
when a licence is not needed. 

For example the licensing 
organisations at their discretion 
do not charge a licence fee 
where music is played as part of 
formal medical music therapy, 
where music is played at a 
home-office, or where music is 
used in a recognised service of 
divine worship and other religious 


or civil partnership ceremonies. 
The Copyright, Designs and 
Patents Act itself provides 
certain exceptions where playing 
music would not breach the 
terms of the Act. 

For example public 
performances of music played in 
school or colleges for 
educational purposes. 

Alternatively there are schemes 
available which allow 
organisations to buy recorded 
music which is not covered by 
copyright, where there is little or 
no royalty to pay and/or no need 
for annual licences.

FIVE previously unemployed 
young people have successfully 
landed jobs after completing a 
course at Luton Airport. 

The Prince’s Trust ‘Get Into Air¬ 
ports’ programme started with 
two weeks intensive training in 
First Aid, CV coaching, interview 
and presentation skills. 

A further two weeks were spent 
completing work placements, 
both in the airport company and 
with its business partners, such as 
First Capital Connect, Costa Cof¬ 
fee and DHL.

field. 

During one of his visits to the 
JobCentre Kieran heard about The 
Prince’s Trust ‘Get into Airports’ 
course and jumped at the oppor¬ 
tunity to take part in the pro¬ 
gramme. 


He said: “The programme has 
been amazing, the Trust was really 
supportive and I felt really lucky 
to get specialist training from 
companies such as DHL and the 
Airport Fire Service. 

“I did my work placement with 
the Airport Cargo Centre and Air¬ 
field Operations Team. It was 
great to work in one of the behind 
the scenes roles and Fm proud 


that I was trusted with a role 
which came with responsibility 
for helping to keep the aerodrome 
safe. 

“I’ve now been offered a job at 
the airport which I’m thrilled 
about as there is so much oppor¬ 
tunity here. It’s the first step to my 
new career. 

“The course changed my life and 
I can’t thank The Prince’s Trust 
enough for helping me get this far.

The other young people on the 
programme will now receive six 
months mentoring by The Prince’s 
Trust to help them find work.

Checks to make sure laser law is being followed 


HEALTH and safety officers are working with local 
authorities to ensure businesses offering laser and 
intense pulsed light [IPL] therapy fully comply with the 
law. 

Laser and IPL treatments are often used successfully 
to reduce unwanted hair growth, remove tattoos and 
treat acne, sun spots, rosacea and thread veins. 

But if not properly administered, treatments can 
cause burns, sensitivity to sunlight, reaction with 
medications and permanent changes in skin colour. 

Before undergoing treatment, health and safety 
officers advise you protect yourself by asking a few 
simple questions, including what training and 
experience has your therapist got? What are the side 


effects? How well will the treatment work on me? 
How many treatments will I need? What are the 
pre/post treatment instructions? What should I 
expect? Don’t forget to tell your therapist if you are 
taking any medication. 

Responsibility for regulating such treatments passed 
to local authorities in October 2010.

HMRC is reminding VAT-registered 
businesses that all VAT returns 
must be submitted online from this 
spring, meaning paper returns will 
soon be a thing of the past. 

At the end of last year, around 1,436 
businesses in the Luton (LU) post¬ 
code area were still filing paper VAT 
returns. 

Currently, only newly-registered 
businesses and those with turnovers 
of more than £100,000 have to sub¬ 
mit their VAT online, as well as pay 
electronically. 

Traffic calming 

BUSINESSES are being urged to 
have their say in a consultation 
about possible traffic calming 
measures. 

Following a questionnaire sent 
to companies and residents in 
December 2010, Luton Borough 
Council is putting forward 
options on slowing traffic, reduc¬ 
ing accidents and improving the 
environment.

Town boss Keane on transfers 
as back-up for crocked stars 


LUTON are chasing two players 
ahead of Tuesday’s transfer dead¬ 
line as they sweat on the injuries of 
Keith Keane and James Dance. 

Manager Gary Brabin has already 
drafted in Craig McAllister on loan 
until the end of the season but he 
insisted that if the Newport striker 
remains the only new face through 
the doors at Kenilworth Road when 
the window shuts at 11.30pm on 
Tuesday night then it won’t be the 
end of the world. 

“There are a couple of players we 
have identified that we’d like to get 
in. That never stops,” the 
Liverpudlian said. 

“If we don’t get them then we’ve 
got players here at the club who 
still have a big say on what we do 
from here on in. 

“We are not going to be in a des¬ 
perate rush to try to do anything.” 

With Keane (hamstring) expected 
to be out for at least another week 
and Dance playing through the 
pain barrier with an ankle prob¬ 
lem, Town may need reinforce¬ 
ments in midfield. 

Brabin said: “That’s certainly one 
position we are a bit short on. We’ll 
have to look at the extent of it. 

“We’ve lost Keith and he’s been 
part of a [midfield] three that 
looked really good and worked well 
together. He’s been a loss for us.” 

That is likely to mean Southport 


won’t get their wish to take Godfrey 
Poku back to Haig Avenue. 

“He’s our player and the initial 
thing was that he would go on loan 
for experience until January,” said 
Brabin, adding: “It has done him 
the world of good, he’s come back a 
more confident player and he’s in 
and around the squad. He’s there 
on merit.” 

Less of a concern for Brabin is 
Luton players being snatched away 
as the transfer window shuts. 

“There’s been no bids,” he con¬ 
firmed. I know there’s a lot of inter¬ 
est and paper talk on players. 
There are a lot of scouts at our 
games but I’ve certainly not had 
any calls or bids from anyone. 

“I’m not surprised but it happens 
in football. 

“Yes, we’ve got some good players 
but at the moment everyone is 
looking for 30-goal strikers. We 
haven’t got one of them at the 
moment. 

“We’ve got some good young 
players and I don’t think there’s 
anyone desperate enough to look 
for that type of player.” 

JJ O’Donnell won’t be leaving for 
a third spell on loan from 
Hampton & Richmond Borough 
while Luton are still in the FA 
Trophy and winger Charlie Henry 
is now back from his loan term at 
Aldershot. 



Pilkington’s penalty 
Hatters’ play-off push

LUTON Town were able to put the 
frustrations of the midweek stale¬ 
mate against Mansfield behind 
them, after winning an evenly 
fought game against Alfreton Town. 

In the end it was a confident 
George Pilkington penalty that sepa¬ 
rated the two sides to stretch the 
Hatters’ unbeaten run in the Blue 
Square Bet Premier to 12 on the 
bounce. 

Speaking after the game Luton boss 
Gary Brabin said he didn’t have a 
clear view of the penalty but was just 
pleased that it found the back of the 
net following the spot kick jinx that 
has plagued the Hatters this season. 

He said: “Whether it was, or 
whether it wasn’t a penalty, it was 
given. 

“We’ve been practising our penal¬ 
ties in different enviroments and 
pressures and we’ve actually got a 
number of great penalty takers in the 
squad. 

“Pilks wanted to take this one, he 
was brave and it was a great strike.” 

It changed nothing in the table 
though as Wrexham cruised to a 
2-0 win over Bath and leaders 
Fleetwood netted a late winner at 
Forest Green Rovers. 

The starting line-up saw three 
changes from the team that began 



against the Stags with Mark Tyler 
given the number one jersey ahead 
of Kevin Pilkington while Robbie 
Willmott came in and Craig 
McAllister was handed a full debut in 
place of Aaron O’Connor and the 
injured Amari Morgan-Smith respec¬ 
tively. 

The Hatters looked keen to forget 
their lacklustre midweek showing 
and started brightly with a 20-yard 
effort from Danny Crow being 
blocked by the keeper. 

However, the game quickly evened 
out, with neither team being able to 
advance into their opposition’s final 
third. 

The first clear-cut chance came in 
the 24th minute as Greg Taylor made 
a darting run down the left wing and 


passed to McAllister, who sent a shot 
through a mass of bodies towards 
the goal. 

Keeper Daniel Lowson spilled the 
effort and Crow did well to hook the 
loose ball to Taylor who hit a shot 
goalwards, which was cleared off the 
line by Alfreton’s Greg Young. 

The turning point came in the 38th 
minute when referee Tim Robinson 
pointed to the spot after Lowson 
raced from his goal to meet the 
advancing Willmott, clipping his legs 
and leaving the midfielder sprawled 
on the deck. Pilkington stepped up 
and put the Hatters ahead. 

McAllister had the chance to dou¬ 
ble the lead on the stroke of half¬ 
time but blasted his shot high and 
wide after being played in with a pin¬ 
point cross by Jake Howells. 

The second half produced more of 
the same as Luton continued to push 
forward but lacked the confidence to 
make a decent attempt on goal. 
Willmott had the first chance and 
after receiving the ball from 
McAllister he hit a first-time strike 
which was deflected over the bar for 
a corner. 

At the other end, the visitors were 
unlucky not to equalise, as Jake 
Moult launched a shot from 25 yards 
that flashed just wide. 

Despite holding the majority of the 
possession the Hatters were unable 
to extend their lead any further and

clash after his manager revealed 
he shed four-and-a-half stone for 
the fight, where he showed good 
hand speed, one-twos off the jab 
and solid body shots.

GARY Brabin believes that operation automatic 
promotion is still on for Luton despite George 
Pilkington saying that they need to forget about 
catching Conference front-runners Fleetwood 
and Wrexham. 

Wednesday’s 0-0 draw against Mansfield left them 
ten points adrift of top spot and represented a 
missed chance to claw back more ground, after 
which the Hatters captain admitted: “We’ve got to 
almost forget about the top two now and just 
consolidate our position in the play-offs.” 

But on Friday, the Town boss moved to clarify his 
skipper’s comments, saying: “Pilks is probably 
talking from a perspective that there’s almost a 
desperation to chase the top two. What they do is 
out of our hands.” 

He added: “Desperation is the wrong word but 
we’ve got to take away that little bit of an edge 
where it’s all over and it’s a foregone conclusion, 
because there’s a hell of a lot at stake. 

“We all want the same thing - promotion - and 
we’ve still got a hell of a chance of achieving that.” 

Yesterday’s 1-0 win at home to Alfreton, thanks to 
a Pilkington penalty, brought Luton no closer to top 
spot after both sides above them won, but Brabin 
pointed out that automatic promotion is not the 
only road back into the Football League. 

He said: “If we can claw back points, happy days, 
and if we win the league, that’s fantastic. We must 
focus on the main objective, which is to get 
promoted.” 

He added: “There is a lot of disappointment still 
to be had from the top two and a lot of desperation 
to be had from them. 

“We want to be top and win the league but if that’s 
not the case, we’ve still got to get promotion. 

“So we’ve got to drive forward together as a whole 
club.”
